A ‘West Point’ for 
ILGWU Officer Course 


DAVID DUBINSKY is going “collegiate.” 
His latest enterprise is a “labor college” under the 
auspices ‘of the International Ladies Garment 
Workers Union to train people “who want to make 
a career in the labor movement.” High school 

duates in or out of the ILGWU can qualify for 
he 40 places open. ; 

“We are getting old, some of us are dying,” he 
said of the present officers of ILGWU. “Who will 
succeed us? This is one thing we have neglected. 
It is our hope that from our 
school new leadership for the 
American labor movement 
will be found.” 

Sounds good, doesn't it? 

But let’s take a closer look at 
Dubinsky’s policy on building 
up leaders and see. 

First, since he took com- 
mand in the early thirties, the 
union had one primary quali- 
fication for anything from of- 
fice boy to president—hard- 
bitten red-baiting. That nar- 
rowed interest in union activity to only his yes 
people, and they make up a small clique. 


Second, although the union is more than 70 
percent of women, there is only one woman repre- 
sentative on the board of 24. Even in the lower 
echelons, few women are allowed or encouraged 
for office, and hardly beyond local posts. Writing 
in her book, Bread Upon the Water, Rose Pesotta 
said she quit the board after 10 years, tired of 
being the lone woman in a union predominantly 
of women. 


Third, Negroes, who make a substantial per- 
centage of the membership, are hardly to be 
found in any office beyond several local posts. 
Dubinsky has for more than a decade kept the 
Negro Uncle Tommer, Frank Crosswaith, on his 

yroll as a so-called “organizer,” and apparently 
or no other purpose but public display. , 

Fourth, Dubinsky is not quite right when he 
says, “We are getting old.” They are already old, 
almost all of them, on that general executive 
board. It is composed almost entirely of the same 
little clique that dominated the union in the late 
twenties. 

The GEB is a tight corporation. New blood, 
representative of the members who came in 
during the past 15 years and who are the vast 
majority of the union, cannot break into it. 


Fifth, to this day many of the out-of-New 
York locals of the ILGWU have neither an inde- 
pendent life nor meetings nor elections of officers 
through which anyone with initiative or ability 
can rise in the union. They operate under the 
watchful eye of field representatives of the “out- 
of-town department.”

The Vatican’s Edict 


And Catholic Judges—lIl

WASHINGTON, 


THE SUPREME. COURT has held, in keeping with a most fundamental American 


law, that “the First Amendment has erected a wall 


tween church and state. That wall 


must be kept high and impregnable. We could not approve the slightest breach.” 


Pope Pius XI, however, in 
Section 6 of his Syllabus, de- 
clared the statement that “the 
church ought to be separated 
from the state and the state from 
the church” was one of “the 
principal errors of our time.” 
Father John Courtenay Murray, 
a leading American Catholic 
writer, defined separation of 
church and state as “that nega- 
tive, ill-defined, basically un- 
American formula.” And we all 
know how intemperately Cardi- 
nal Spellman attacked Mrs. 
Roosevelt for expressing support 
of this principle. 

A Catholic judge confronted 
with a case involving this issue 
would be forced to choose be- 
tween the fundamental law of

While in the armed forces, I won a couple of championships. 
Feeling that I was pretty good, I pursued this sport in the amateur 
rank for about a year after my discharge. There I learned that the 
evils practiced among amateurs are pretty much the same as those 
in professional boxing. | 

To begin with, amateur boxing is not amateur anymore. The 
prizes given in the ring are mere “dummies.”

The managers take the prizes, sell them back to the amateur boxing 
club and pocket the proceeds. Some managers work in collusion 
with the amateur athletic moguls and officials in the various arenas.

The standard prize is a watch. I never determined the exact 
value of these watches, never having been given one even though 
I fought often, -but was told by other boxers that they are worth 
about $50. Many people wondered why a boxer fought so often 
for the same prize. The fact is, he got no prize. 

LET US GO on to some of the other evils. Shortly after my 
discharge from the service and having learned that amateurs were 
being paid, I sought out a manager and began ttaining. His sessions 
were entirely inadequate; he taught me nothing. Lo, and behold, 
two days later, he had a bout for me. Along with others, who had 
not trained at all, I was taken fo Riverhead, N. Y., to fight. I told 
him that I didn’t think I was ready for a bout. He said, “Don’t 
worry. Luckily, the fellow I fought was untrained; -too. The 
A. A. U. officiated. I knocked out my ent in the first round 
and have yet to get over my sorrow for him. I learned later that 
hs was only seventeen years old and that was his first fight. 

Incidentally, my manager (the manager and trainer are the 
same) obtained my A.A.U. card for me. On it was “18 years, Novice.” 
In fact, I was 22 and was an “open” fighter. “Open” means ex-
